Richard Garlock Gets Reward 
For Providing Information That 


Led To Conviction Of Rustlers 


PORTERVILLE - Richard Garlock, truck driver at the 
Fountain Springs Fire station, is $500 richer this week because 
he provided information last June that led to the arrest and 
conviction of two cattle rustlers. 

The reward. money was paid this. week by Will Gill, of 
Madera, president of the California Cattlemen’s association, who 
came to Porterville to present Garlock with a check from the 
state association. 

A group of cattlemen, headed by Jim Martinez, president of 
the Tulare County Cattlemen’s association, met at The Paul 
Bunyan in Porterville to congratulate Garlock, who said that 
when he spotted the cattle rustlers, he knew nothing about the 
standing reward offered by the California Cattlemen’s association. 

“I was driving on the Old Stage road about~a mile north of 
Fountain Springs when I saw two men loading a calf that they 
had shot into a pickup parked along the road,’ Garlock said. 

“When I slowed down, they took off at a high rate of speed, 
so I knew something was wrong. I followed them but couldn’t 
see their license plate because the tailgate was down. However, 
when they spun out on a curve, I got their license number,” 
Garlock recalls. fs 

Returning to the Fountain Springs Fire station, Garlock put a 
report of the incident and the license number on the air through 
the fire station radio, the two suspects were picked up, and later 
convicted of felonies. The calf belonged to J.G. Boswell. 

The California Cattlemen’s association has a standing reward 
of $500 payable for information leading to arrest and a felony 
conviction of a cattle rustler; $100 reward is offered for 
information leading to arrest and misdemeanor conviction of a 
cattle rustler. 

The reward is offered only when cattle involved in a rustling 
case belong to a member of the Cattlemen’s association; owners 
of rustled cattle and employees of the ranch from which cattle 


are taken are not eligible for a reward. 


Kennedy Shot; Election Lines 


Drawn; Cummings Wins 


PORTERVILLE - California’s 
primary election ended in 
unbelievable tragedy as Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy was shot 
down in an assassination attempt 
during a victory party in Los 
Angeles.

5,296-3,739. 

In the third district, 
Incumbent Carl Booth barely 
edged out Casey Kazanjian to 
get into the November general 
election. Topping the 
five-candidate race was Robert 
Harrell, with 4,131 votes.
